issued today said. ,

plan, published as a White 
Paper, while stressing that 
spectacular propre should not

first-year, declareck «The first 
step ‘hes been taken with a 
degree of success that arouses 
and may be expected to sustain 
justifigble- cptimism for the 
future.” 

The report added: “Life in 
South and Southeast Asia will 
be untmated with a new spirit 
of active elfart that will open 
up widining horizons of cppor- 
tunity for its peaples and will 
contribute to the lasting happt- 
ness of mankind, 

“The object qf the plan is to 
raice the living standards of the 
peoples of the region by a 
Joint ecan:mic effort on the part 
of these under-developed coun 
tries and of other more highly- 
developed countrics’ outside the 
vegion.”
